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Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 2/14/2007 raises new issues because the change to 
claim 1 requires further 35 USC 112 first and second paragraph analysis since the 
limitation at lines 22-23 "display on an output device" is broader than that which is 
described at page 1 lines 12-14 which is the only part of applicants specification that 
discusses output device and this part of the specification uses the more narrow terms 
"physical output device, such as cathode ray tube (CRT), liquid crystal diode display 
(LCD), printer and the like". Thus, the discussion in the Background of the Invention of 
"physical output device" does not provide clear support for the more broadly claimed 
term "output device", thus, the amendment to claim 1 raises new matter issues.

Additionally the specification's term "and the like" gives the claimed term "output device" 
an indefinite definition. The remaining changes to claim 1 also require further 
reconsideration. For similar reasons the changes to independent claims 14, 28, and 36 
raise new issues. The changes to the dependent claims also raise new issues.
